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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 6-26 are pending in the application. Claim 20 has been amended 
to include the allowable subject matter of claim 22. Claim 24 has been amended to 
change its dependency. New claim 27 has been added and claims 21-23 have been 
cancelled. No new matter is introduced. 

L REJECTION OF CLAIM 20 UNDER §103 

Claims 20-21 and 24-26 have been rejected as obvious in view of Long and van 
den Elzen. However, claims 22-23 were deemed to be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

With regard to the allowable subject matter of claim 22, claim 20 has been 
amended to include the limitations of claim 22 as well as all the limitations of 
intervening claim 21. Accordingly, withdrawal of the §103 rejection as to claim 20 is 
respectfully requested. 

As claims 21 and 24-26 depend from amended claim 20, withdrawal of the §103 
rejection as to these claims is also requested. 

1L NEW CLAIM 27 

With regard to the allowable subject matter of claim 23, new claim 27 has been 
added. New claim 27 includes the limitations of claim 23 as well as all the limitations of 
intervening claim 21. Accordingly, claim 27 is believed to be in condition for allowance. 

HL CONCLUSION
